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TO  RECIPIENTS  OF  WATER  SUPPLY  OUTLOOK  REPORTS: 


Most  of  the  usable  water  in  western  states  originates  as  mountain  snowfal I .   This  snowfal I  accumulates  during  the  winter  and 
spring,  several  months  before  the  snow  melts  and  appears  as  streamflow.    Since  the  runoff  from  precipitation  as  snow  is  delayed, 
estimates  of  snowmelt  runoff  can  be  made  well  in  advance  of  its  occurrence.    Streamflow  forecasts  published  in  this  report  are 
based  principally  on  measurement  of  the  water  equivalent  of  the  mountain  snowpack. 

Forecasts  become  more  accurate  as  more  of  the  data  affecting  runoff  are  measured.   All  forecasts  assume  that  climatic 
factors  during  the  remainder  of  the  snow  accumulation  and  melt  season  will  interact  with  a  resultant  average  effect  on  runoff. 
Early  season  forecasts  are  therefore  subject  to  a  greater  change  than  those  made  on  later  dates. 

The  snow  course  measurement  is  obtained  by  sampling  snow  depth  and  water  equivalent  at  surveyed  and  marked  locations  in 
mountain  areas.   A  total  of  about  ten  samples  are  taken  at  each  location.   The  average  of  these  are  reported  as  snow  depth  and 
water  equivalent.    These  measurements  are  repeated  in  the  same  location  near  the  same  dates  each  year. 

Snow  surveys  are  made  monthly  or  semi-monthly  from  January  1  through  June  1  in  most  states.    There  are  about  1900  snow 
courses  in  Western  United  States  and  in  the  Columbia  Basin  in  British  Columbia.    Networks  of  automatic  snow  water  equivalent 
and  related  data  sensing  devices,  along  with  radio  telemetry  are  expanding  and  will  provide  a  continuous  record  of  snow  water 
and  other  parameters  at  key  locations. 

Detailed  data  on  snow  course  and  soil  moisture  measurements  are  presented  in  state  and  local  reports.    Other  data  on 
reservoir  storage,  summaries  of  precipitation,  current  streamflow,  and  soil  moisture  conditions  at  valley  elevations  are  also 
included.    The  report  for  Western  United  States  presents  a  broad  picture  of  water  supply  outlook  conditions,  including  selected 
streamflow  forecasts,  summary  of  snow  accumulation  to  date,  and  storage  in  larger  reservoirs. 

Snow  survey  and  soil  moisture  data  for  the  period  of  record  are  published  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  by  states  about 
every  five  years.  Data  for  the  current  year  is  summarized  in  a  West-wide  basic  data  summary  and  published  about  October  1 
of  each  year .

THE  WATER  SUPPLY  OUTLOOK  FROM  STREAMFLOW  IS  MUCH  BELOW  AVERAGE  IN  THE  SIERRAS 
THIS  SEASON.    APRIL  1  SNOW  SURVEYS  INDICATE  SEVERAL  SNOW  COURSES  HAVE  A 
RECORD  LOW  SNOWPACK  FOR  THIS  TIME  OF  YEAR. 

STREAMFLOW  FORECASTS  FOR  THIS  SEASON  ON  SIERRA  STREAMS  ARE  30  TO  50  PERCENT 
OF  AVERAGE.    THE  HUMBOLDT  AND  ITS  TRIBUTARIES  RANGE  FROM  55  TO  90  PERCENT. 
THE  ONLY  STREAMS  WITH  NEAR  AVERAGE  FORECASTS  ARE  THE  SNAKE  RIVER,  THE  OWYHEE 
RIVER  AND  THE  SURPRISE  VALLEY  STREAMS. 

RESERVOIR  STORAGE  IS  EXCELLENT  AND  WILL  SUPPLEMENT  THE  LOW  STREAMFLOWS  TO 
MEET  WATER  USERS'  DEMANDS.      LAKE  TAHOE  HAS  481,000  ACRE-FEET,  AS  COMPARED  TO 
AN  AVERAGE  OF  456,000  ACRE-FEET.    BOCA  CONTAINS  32,000  ACRE-FEET  FOR  213  PER- 
CENT OF  AVERAGE,  AND  STAMPEDE  CONTAINS  145,000  ACRE-FEET.    RYE  PATCH  CONTAINS 
171,000  ACRE-FEET  FOR  163  PERCENT  OF  AVERAGE,  WHILE  TOPAZ  AND  BRIDGEPORT 
HAVE  A  COMBINED  TOTAL  OF  90,000  ACRE-FEET  FOR  118  PERCENT  OF  AVERAGE. 


East  Slope  Sierra  Nevada 

Results  of  surveys  taken  for  this  report  indicate  a  very  low  snowpack.  The 
April  1  measurement  is  usually  the  date  of  maximum  snowpack  accumulation  for 
the  season.    This  year  several  snow  courses  have  record  low  snow  water. 
Some  of  these  are  Independence  Lake,  Sonora  Pass,  Upper  Carson  Pass  and 
Virginia  Lakes.    Others  are  near  the  minimum  readings.    Snowpacks  range  from 
30  percent  of  average  in  the  Walker  drainage  to  49  percent  in  the  Tahoe  Basin. 

Streamflow  forecasts  for  this  season  are  very  low  and  are  similar  to  stream- 
flows  in  1959,  '60,  and  '61.    The  Lake  Tahoe  rise  is  forecast  at  0.60  feet 
which  will  make  the  maximum  elevation  at  6227.55  feet.    This  forecast  is 
44  percent  of  average.    The  Truckee  River  at  Farad  is  forecast  to  flow  at 
115,000  acre-feet  for  43  percent  of  average. 

Carson  River  forecasts  range  from  50,000  acre-feet  (31  percent  of  average) 
near  Fort  Churchill  to  90,000  acre-feet  (49  percent)  on  the  East  Carson  near 
Gardnerville.    The  West  Carson  is  forecast  at  25,000  acre-feet  (48  percent) 
while  the  Carson  near  Carson  City  is  forecast  at  60,000  acre-feet  (34  percent 
of  average).    Date  of  low  flow  of  200  second  feet  is  forecast  for  June  27,  as 
compared  to  an  average  date  of  July  20. 

Walker  River  forecasts  are  22,000  acre-feet  (32  percent)  on  the  East  Walker 
and  70,000  acre-feet  (48  percent)  on  the  West  Walker. 


Reservoir  storage  is  excellent  and  will  be  used  to  supplement  the  deficient 
streamflows.    Lake  Tahoe,  Boca,  Prosser  and  Stampede  have  a  combined  total  of 
668,000  acre-feet  in  storage.    Topaz  contains  50,000  acre-feet,  and  Bridgeport 
has  40,000  acre-feet,  for  116  and  121  percent  of  average,  respectively.  Lahontan 
Reservoir  contains  221,000  acre-feet;  this  is  only  slightly  above  average. 

Humboldt  River 

The  Humboldt  River  forecasts  have  been  lowered  from  last  month's;  they  now  range 
from  57  to  80  percent  of  average,  with  the  exception  of  Lamoille  Creek  which  is 
90  percent.    The  snowpack  is  only  slightly  below  average,  but  precipitation  has 
been  deficient  since  October.    The  Upper  Humboldt  tributaries  are  forecast  to 
flow  from  74  to  81  percent,  while  the  downstream  tributaries  and  mainstem  are 
at  56  to  65  percent  of  average. 

Rye  Patch  Reservoir  contains  171,000  acre-feet,  compared  to  last  year's  132,000 
acre-feet.    This  is  163  percent  of  average. 

Snake  River 

The  Owyhee  and  Snake  drainages  have  near  average  forecasts.    These  areas  have 
had  the  best  snowpacks  in  the  state  all  season  and  continue  to  be  slightly 
above  average. 

Wild  Horse  Reservoir  contains  53,000  acre-feet,  the  same  as  last  year;  this  is 
230  percent  of  average. 

Eastern  and  Central  Nevada 

Snowpack  in  eastern  Nevada  is  85  percent  of  average.    The  Toiyabe  Range  has  an 
above  average  snowpack.    Snow  courses  in  the  White  Mountains  and  Central  Great 
Basin  are  50  percent  of  average.    In  general,  the  northernmost  courses  have 
more  snow  than  the  southern  courses. 

Northern  Great  Basin 

The  Surprise  Valley  area  snowpack  improved,  and  streamflow  forecasts  are  now 
above  average.  The  lower  elevations  have  no  snow,  but  the  higher  elevations 
have  above  average  snowpack. 

Lower  Colorado 

The  Virgin  River  forecast  is  slightly  higher  than  last  month's  and  is  now  at 
92  percent  of  average.    Lake  Mead  storage  is  20,307,000  acre-feet,  compared  to 
an  average  of  16,926,000  acre-feet.    Lake  Mohave  has  1,655,000  acre-feet, 
compared  to  an  average  of  1,675,000  acre-feet.
